During the past several years my work has investigated the juncture of light and 
architecture, both exterior and interior views. This work is best described as 
fictonalized recall wherein memory, invention and specific locations (experiences) 
embrace to form the strongest expression. The oil paintings are my most prolonged 

translations while other works, such as watercolors, tend to be explorative in nature. 
I use photographs but do not consider the work or its intent photorealist. Rather, 
they are my most intense transformations of the observed world, whose purpose is 

their linked psychological, symbolic and formal expression. 
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
